Richmond citizens will at last 
have the opportunity to designate by 
their vote whether or not they want 
a new charter for the city. At last 
night’s meeting of the city council 
that body unanimously passed a res- 
olution ordering City Attorney Hall 
to draft an ordinance providing for 
the calling of an election at which 
fifteen freeholders will be elected, 
whose duties will be to frame a new 
charter. The date of the election and 
the other minor details will be de- 
cided later by the council.

der in writing, direct any nuisance to 
be abated, or unwholesome matter or 
substance, dirt or filth to be removed 
from any house or premises and to 
take any other measures he may 
deem necessary to prevent the spread 
of any disease; with the approval of 
the council he shall have power to 
make such rules and regulations for 
the prevention and suppression of 
disease he may deem necessary; he 
shall appoint such inspectors and 
other employes as may be necessary, 
subject to the approval of the council, 
and shall fix their duties; he shall 
have the power to remove or dis- 
charge any person so appointed. 

The Commissioner of Health and 
such deputies, inspectors and em- 
ployes as may be designated by him 
shall have the power of a police of- 
ficer and may arrest, or cause to be 
arrested, any person violating any 
sanitary law. 

The Commissioner of Health shall 
anually, on the First day of July, 
send to the council, a statement of

jured or insane, and report the result 
of such examination to the person di- 
recting adh: Seats tion he may at 
any time, and when required so to do 
by the Board of Education, make 
physical examination of the pupils of 
the public schools and make report of 
such examination. He shall trans- 
mit to the council on the first day of 
each month, a detailed report of the

Sec. 20. (Proposed by the com- 
mittee.) Civic Cervice Board.—The 
Civic Service Board shall consist of 
five members, elected by the qualified 
electors of the city of Richmond; and 
their residence qualifications shall be 
the same as that for other officers 
named in previous sections of this 
charter. They shall give public no- 
tice when an examination is to be 
held, naming the branch or branches 
of service on which the examination 
is to be conducted, and, if necessary, 
securing the services of experts in 
particular lines to conduct the ex- 
amination on such branches. These 
examinations shall be conducted 
along similar lines as those of the U. 
S. Civil Service Boards. The suc- 
cessful applicants shall be given cer- 
tificates of proficiency, and no person 
shall be employed by the city of 
Richmond, except those of a purely 
manual nature, but those having cer- 
tificates from the Civil Service Board. 
And any employee discharged by any, 
department of the city, shall have the 
right to appeal his case to the Civil 
Service Board whose decision shall be 
final.
